CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  of  civil  and  reli¬ 
gious  liberty,  and  humbly  invoking  His  guidance,  do  ordain 
and  establish  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Declaration  of  Rights. 

That  the  general,  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty 
and  free  government  may  be  recognized  and  unalterably  es¬ 
tablished,  we  declare  that 

Section  1.  All  men  are  born  equally  free  and  independ¬ 
ent,  and  have  certain  inherent  and  indefeasible  rights,  among 
which  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty, 
of  acquiring,  possessing  and  protecting  property  and  reputa¬ 
tion,  and  of  pursuing  their  own  happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free 
governments  are  founded  on  their  authority  and  instituted  for 
their  peace,  safety  and  happiness.  For  the  advancement  of 
these  ends  they  have  at  all  times  an  inalienable  and  inde¬ 
feasible  right  to  alter,  reform  or  abolish  their  government  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  3.  All  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to 
worship  Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
consciences  ;  no  man  can  of  right  be  compelled  to  attend, 
erect  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any 
ministry  against  his  consent;  no  human  authority  can,  in 
any  case  whatever,  control  or  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
conscience,  and  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given  by  law  to 
any  religious  establishments  or  modes  of  worship.

Sec.  4.  No  person  who  acknowledges  the  being  of  a  God 
and  a  future  state  of  rewards  and  punishments  shall,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  religious  sentiments,  be  disqualified  to  hold  any 
office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  5.  Elections  shall  be  free  and  equal ;  and  no  power, 
civil  or  military,  shall  at  any  time  interfere  to  prevent  the 
free  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Sec.  6.  Trial  by  jury  shall  be  as  heretofore,  and  the 
right  thereof  remain  inviolate. 

Sec,  7.  The  printing  press  shall  be  free  to  every  person 
who  may  undertake  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  or  any  branch  of  government,  and  no  law  shall  ever 
be  made  to  restrain  the  right  thereof.  The  free  communica¬ 
tion  of  thoughts  and  opinions  is  one  of  the  invaluable  rights 
of  man,  and  every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  print 
on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty. 
No  conviction  shall  be  had  in  any  prosecution  for  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  papers  relating  to  the  official  conduct  of  officers  or 
men  in  public  capacity,  or  to  any  other  matter  proper  for 
public  investigation  or  information,  where  the  fact  that  such 
publication  was  not  maliciously  or  negligently  made  shall  be 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  jury ;  and  in  all  indict¬ 
ments  for  libels,  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine 
the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sec.  8.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers  and  possessions  from  unreasonable  searches 
and  seizures,  and  no  warrant  to  search  aov  place  or  to  seize 
any  person  or  things  shall  issue  without  describing  them  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable  cause,  supported  by 
oath  or  affirmation  subscribed  to  by  the  affiant. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a 
right  to  be  heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel,  to  demand  the 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him,  to  meet  the 
witnesses  face  to  face,  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtain¬ 
ing  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and,  in  prosecutions  by  indictment 
or  information,  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  vicinage  ;  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against 
himself,  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  prop¬ 
erty,  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers  or  the  law  of  the 
land. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall,  for  any  indictable  offence,  be 
proceeded  against  criminally  by  information,  except  in  cases 
arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in 
actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger,  or  by  leave 
of  the  court  for  oppression  or  misdemeanor  in  office.  No 
person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy 
of  life  or  limb ;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  or  ap¬ 
plied  to  public  use,  without  authority  of  law  and  without  just 
compensation  being  first  made  or  secured. 
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Sec.  11.  All  courts  shall  be  open ;  and  every  man  for 
•an  injury  done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation, 
shall  have  remedy  by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice 
administered  without  sale,  denial  or  delay.  Suits  may  be 
brought  against  the  Commonwealth  in  such  manner,  in  such 
courts  and  in  such  cases  as  the  legislature  may  by  law  direct. 

Sec.  12.  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised 
unless  by  the  legislature  or  by  its  authority. 

Sec.  13.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  exces¬ 
sive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted. 

Sec.  14.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient 
sureties,  unless  for  capital  offences  when  the  proof  is  evident 
or  presumption  great ;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  case  of  rebel¬ 
lion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  15.  No  commission  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  or 
Jail  Delivery  shall  be  issued. 

Sec.  16.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not 
strong  presumption  of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison 
after  delivering  up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the 
obligation  of  contracts,  or  making  irrevocable  any  grant  of 
special  privileges  or  immunities,  shall  be  passed. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony 
by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  19.  No  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood, 
nor,  except  during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of 
estate  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  estate  of  such  persons 
as  shall  destroy  their  own  lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in 
cases  of  natural  death,  and  if  any  person  shall  be  killed  by 
casualty  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by  reason  thereof. 

Sec.  20.  The  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  man¬ 
ner  to  assemble  together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply 
to  those  invested  with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress 
of  grievances  or  other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address 
or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  21.  The  right  of  the  citizens  to  bear  arms  in  de¬ 
fence  of  themselves  and  the  State  shall  not  be  questioned. 

Sec.  22.  No  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be 
kept  up  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature,  and  the  mili¬ 
tary  shall  in  all  cases  and  at  all  times  be  in  strict  subordina¬ 
tion  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  23.  No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered 
in  any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time 
of  war  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  24.  The  legislature  shall  not  grant  any  title  of 
nobility  or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office  the 
appointment  to  which  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  during 
good  behavior.

Everything  in  Sec.  26.  To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high 
wptedfrom the  powers  which  we  have  delegated,  we  declare  that  everything 
wnmeut°fG°v"  i*1  this  article  is  excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  gov¬ 
ernment  and  shall  forever  remain  inviolate. 

ARTICLE  II.

The  Legislature. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of 
a  Senate  and  a  House  of  Representatives. 

Sec.  2.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  general  election  every  second  year.  Their 
term  of  service  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  December  next 
after  their  election.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
either  House,  the  presiding  officer  thereof  shall  issue  a  writ 
of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  3.  Senators  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four 
years  and  Representatives  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Sec.  4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve 
o’clock,  noon,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  every  second 
year,  and  at  other  times  when  convened  by  the  Governor, 
but  shall  hold  no  adjourned  annual  session  after  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  United  States  Senator  from  this 
Commonwealth,  in  a  recess  between  sessions,  the  Governor 
shall  convene  the  two  Houses,  by  proclamation  on  notice  not 
exceeding  sixty  days,  to  fill  the  same. 

Qualifications  oi  Sec.  5.  Senators  shall  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of 
Representative^  age  and  Representatives  twenty-one  years  of  age.  They 
shall  have  been  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  State  four 
years,  and  inhabitants  of  their  respective  districts  one  year 
next  before  their  election  (unless  absent  on  the  public  bush 
ness  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,)  and  shall  reside 
in  their  respective  districts  during  their  terms  of  service. 

Sec.  6.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the 
time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to 
Members  of  con-  any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth,  and  no  member  of 
libietoGenerai  Congress  or  other  person  holding  any  office  (except  of  attor- 
Assembiy.  ney-at-law  or  in  the  militia)  under  the  United  States  or  this 
Commonwealth  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  during 
his  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  hereafter  convicted  of  embezzlement 
of  public  moneys,  bribery,  perjury  or  other  infamous  crime, 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  capable  of 
holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  8.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  re¬ 
ceive  such  salary  and  mileage  for  regular  and  special  ses- 
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siona  as  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  no  other  compensation 
w  atever,  whether  for  service  upon  committee  or  otherwise. 
No  member  of  either  House  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  may  have  been  elected,  receive  any  increase  of  salary,  or 
mileage,  under  any  law  passed  during  such  term.

population  as  may  be,  and  each  district  shall  be  entitled 
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to  elect  one  Senator.  Each  county  containing  one  or  more 
ratios  of  population  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Senator  for  each 
ratio,  and  to  an  additional  Senator  for  a  surplus  of  popula¬ 
tion  exceeding  three-fifths  of  a  ratio,  but  no  county  shall 
form  a  separate  district  unless  it  shall  contain  four-fifths  of 
a  ratio,  except  where  the  adjoining  counties  are  each  en¬ 
titled  to  one  or  more  Senators,  when  such  county  may  be 
assigned  a  Senator  on  less  than  four-fifths  and  exceeding 
one-half  of  a  ratio;  and  no  county  shall  be  divided  unless 
entitled  to  two  or  more  Senators.  No  city  or  county  shall 
he  entitled  to  separate  representation  exceeding  one-sixth  of 
the  whole  number  of  Senators.  No  ward,  borough  or  town¬ 
ship  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  district.  The 
senatorial  ratio  shall  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  whole 
population  of  the  State  by  the  number  fifty. 

Representative  Sec.  17.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
districts.  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  counties,  on  a  ratio 
obtained  by  dmding  the  population  of  the  State  as  ascer¬ 
tained  by  the  most  recent  United  States  census  by  two  hun¬ 
dred.  Every  county  containing  less  than  five  ratios  shall 
have  one  representative  for  every  full  ratio,  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  representative  when  the  surplus  exceeds  half  a  ratio ; 
but  each  county  shall  have  at  least  one  representative. 
Every  county  containing  five  ratios  or  more  shall  have  one 
representative  for  every  full  ratio.  Every  city  containing  a 
population  equal  to  a  ratio  shall  elect  separately  its  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  representatives  allotted  to  the  county  in  which  it 
is  located.  Every  city  entitled  to  more  than  four  represen¬ 
tatives,  and  every  county  having  over  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants  shall  be  divided  into  districts  of  compact  and 
contiguous  territory,  each  district  to  elect  its  proportion  of 
representatives  according  to  its  population,  but  no  district 
shall  elect  more  than  four  representatives. 

Apportionments.  Sec.  18.  The  General  Assembly  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  immediately  after  each 
United  States  decennial  census,  shall  apportion  the  State 
into  senatorial  and  representative  districts  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  two  next  preceding  sections. 

ARTICLE  III.

Section  1.  No  law  shall  be  passed  except  by  bill,  and 
no  bill  shall  be  so  altered  or  amended,  on  its  passage  through 
either  House,  as  to  change  its  original  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  No  bill  shall  be  considered  unless  referred  to  a 
committee,  returned  therefrom,  and  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  members. 

Sec.  3.  No  bill,  except  general  appropriation  bills,  shall 
be  passed  containing  more  than  one  subject,  wdiich  shall  be 
clearly  expressed  in  its  title.

Sec.  4.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  length  on  three  dif¬ 
ferent  days  in  each  House ;  all  amendments  made  thereto 
shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members  before  the  final 
vote  is  taken  on  the  bill,  and  no  bill  shall  become  a  law,  un¬ 
less  on  its  final  passage  the  vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  same  be 
entered  on  the  journal,  and  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  House  be  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in  its 
favor. 

Sec.  5.  Ho  amendment  to  bills  by  one  House  shall  be 
concurred  in  by  the  other,  except  by  the  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  elected  thereto,  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  those  voting  for  and  against  recorded  upon  the 
journal  thereof ;  and  reports  of  committees  of  conference 
shall  be  adopted  in  either  House  only  by  the  vote  of  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  members  elected  thereto,  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  recorded  upon  the  jour¬ 
nals. 

Sec.  6.  Ho  law  shall  be  revived,  amended,  or  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  extended  or  conferred,  by  reference  to  its  title 
only,  but  so  much  thereof  as  is  revived,  amended,  extended 
or  conferred  shall  be  re-enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Sec.  T.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  local 
or  special  law  authorizing  the  creation,  extension  or  impair¬ 
ing  of  liens ;  regulating  the  affairs  of  counties,  cities,  town¬ 
ships,  wards,  boroughs  or  school  districts ;  changing  the 
names  of  persons  or  places;  changing  the  venue  in  civil  or 
criminal  cases;  authorizing  the  laying  out,  opening,  altering 
or  maintaining  roads,  highways,  streets  or  alleys ;  relating 
to  ferries  or  bridges,  or  incorporating  ferry  or  bridge  com¬ 
panies,  except  for  the  erection  of  bridges  crossing  streams 
which  form  boundaries  between  this  and  any  other  State  ; 
vacating  roads,  town  plats,  streets  or  alleys ;  relating  to 
cemeteries,  graveyards,  or  public  grounds  not  of  the  State ; 
authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children ;  locat¬ 
ing  or  changing  county  seats;  erecting  new  counties  or 
changing  county  lines ;  incorporating  cities,  towns  or  vil¬ 
lages,  or  changing  their  charters;  for  the  opening  and  con¬ 
ducting  of  elections,  or  fixing  or  changing  the  place  of 
voting ;  granting  divorces ;  erecting  new  townships  or 
boroughs;  changing  township  lines,  borough  limits  or  school 
districts ;  creating  offices,  or  prescribing  the  powers  and 
duties  of  officers  in  counties,  cities,  boroughs,  townships, 
election  or  school  districts  ;  changing  the  law  of  descent  or 
succession ;  regulating  the  practice  or  jurisdiction  of,  or 
changing  the  rules  of  evidence  in,  any  judicial  proceeding 
or  inquiry  before  courts,  aldermen,  justices  of  the  peace, 
sheriffs,  commissioners,  arbitrators,  auditors,  masters  in  chan¬ 
cery  or  other  tribunals,  or  providing  or  changing  methods 
for  the  collection  of  debts,  or  the  enforcing  of  judgments,

or  prescribing  the  effect  of  judicial  sales  of  real  estate  ;  reg¬ 
ulating  the  fees,  or  extending  the  powers  and  duties  of 
aldermen,  justices  of  the  peace,  magistrates  or  constables ; 
regulating  the  management  of  public  schools,  the  building 
or  repairing  of  school-houses,  and  the  raising  of  money  for 
such  purposes  ;  fixing  the  rate  of  interest ;  affecting  the 
estates  of  minors  or  persons  under  disability,  except  after 
due  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest,  to  be  recited  in  the 
special  enactment;  remitting  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures, 
or  refunding  moneys  legally  paid  into  the  treasury;  exempt¬ 
ing  property  from  taxation  ;  regulating  labor,  trade,  mining 
or  manufacturing;  creating  corporations,  or  amending,  re¬ 
newing  or  extending  the  charters  thereof ;  granting  to  any 
corporation,  association  or  individual  any  special  or  exclusive 
privilege  or  immunity,  or  to  any  corporation,  association  or 
individual  the  right  to  lay  down  a  railroad  track ;  nor  shall 
the  General  Assembly  indirectly  enact  such  special  or  local 
law  by  the  partial  repeal  of  a  general  law  ;  but  laws  repeal¬ 
ing  local  or  special  acts  may  be  passed ;  nor  shall  any  law  be 
passed  granting  powers  or  privileges  in  any  case  where  the 
granting  of  such  powers  and  privileges  shall  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  general  law,  nor  where  the  courts  have  juris¬ 
diction  to  grant  the  same  or  give  the  relief  asked  for. 

Sec.  8.  No  local  or  special  bill  shall  be  passed  unless 
notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  therefor  shall  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  locality  where  the  matter  or  the  thing  to  be 
effected  may  be  situated,  which  notice  shall  be  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  introduction  into  the  General  Assembly  of 
such  bill  and  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law ;  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  such  notice  having  been  published,  shall  be  exhibited 
in  the  General  Assembly  before  such  act  shall  be  passed. 

Sec.  9.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  House  shall,  in  the 
presence  of  the  House  over  which  he  presides,  sign  all  bills 
and  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  after 
their  titles  have  been  publicly  read  immediately  before  sign¬ 
ing  ;  and  the  fact  of  signing  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  10.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  by  law 
the  number,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  each  House,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  from 
the  State  treasury,  or  be  in  any  way  authorized,  to  any 
person,  except  to  an  acting  officer  or  employee  elected  or 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  law. 

Sec.  11.  No  bill  shall  be  passed  giving  any  extra  com¬ 
pensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  employee,  agent  or 
contractor,  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract 
made,  nor  providing  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against 
the  Commonwealth  without  previous  authoritjr  of  law. 

Sec.  12.  All  stationery,  printing,  paper  and  fuel  used 
in  the  legislative  and  other  departments  of  government 
shall  be  furnished,  and  the  printing,  binding  and  distributing 
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of  the  laws,  journals,  department  reports,  and  all  other 
printing  and  binding,  and  the  repairing  and  furnishing  the 
halls  and  rooms  used  for  the  meetings  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  its  committees,  shall  be  performed  under  con¬ 
tract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  below  such 
maximum  price  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law ;  no  member  or  officer  of  any  department  of 
the  government  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  such  con¬ 
tracts,  and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer. 

Sec.  13.  No  law  shall  extend  the  term  of  any  public 
officer,  or  increase  or  diminish  his  salary  or  emoluments,  after 
his  election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  14.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose 
amendments  as  in  other  bills. 

Sec.  15.  The  general  appropriation  bill  shall  ' embrace 
nothing  but  appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
executive,  legislative  and  judicial  departments  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  interest  on  the  public  debt  and  for  public  schools  ; 
all  other  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  separate  ills,  each 
embracing  but  one  subject. 

Sec.  16.  No  money* shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury, 
except  upon  appropriations  made  by  law,  and  on  warrant 
drawn  by  the  proper  officer  in  pursuance  thereof. 

Sec.  17.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made  to  any  chari¬ 
table  or  educational  institution  not  under  the  absolute  control 
of  the  Commonwealth,  other  than  normal  schools  established 
by  law  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  State,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House. 

Sec.  18.  No  appropriations,  except  for  pensions  or 
gratuities  for  military  services,  shall  be  made  for  charitable, 
educational  or  benevolent  purposes,  to  any  person  or  com¬ 
munity,  nor  to  any  denominational  or  sectarian  institution, 
corporation  or  association. 

Sec.  19.  The  General  Assembly  may  make  appropria¬ 
tions  of  money  to  institutions  wherein  the  widows  of  soldiers 
are  supported  or  assisted,  or  the  orphans  of  soldiers  are 
maintained  and  educated  ;  but  such  appropriation  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  to  the  support  of  such  widows  and 
orphans.

The  power  to  change  the  venue  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  shall  be  vested  in  the  courts,  to  be  exercised 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  24.  No  obligation  or  liability  of  «ny  railroad  or 
other  corporation,  held  or  owned  by  the  Commonwealth, 
shall  ever  be  exchanged,  transferred,  remitted,  postponed, 
or  in  any  way  diminished  by  the  General  Assembly,  nor  shall 
such  liability  or  obligation  be  released,  except  by  payment 
thereof  into  the  State  treasury.  • 

Sec.  25.  When  the  General  Assembly  shall  he  convened 
in  special  session,  there  shall  be  no  legislation  upon  subjects 
other  than  those  designated  in  the  proclamation  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  calling  such  session. 

Sec.  26.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the 
concurrence  of  both  Houses  may  he  necessary,  except  on 
the  question  of  adjournment,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  and  before  it  shall  take  effect  be  approved  by  him,  or 
being  disapproved,  shall  he  re-passed  by  two-thirds  of  both 
Houses  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in 
case  of  a  bill. 

Sec.  27.  No  State  office  shall  he  continued  or  created  for 
the  inspection  or  measuring  of  any  merchandize,  manufac¬ 
ture  or  commodity,  but  any  county  or  municipality  may 
appoint  such  officers  when  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  28.  No  law  changing  the  location  of  the  Capital 
of  the  State  shall  he  valid  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Commonwealth  at 
a  general  election  and  ratified  and  approved  by  them. 

Sec.  29.  A  member  of  the  General  Assembly  who  shall 
solicit,  demand  or  receive,  or  consent  to  receive,  directly  or 
indirectly,  for  himself  or  for  another,  from  any  company, 
corporation  or  person,  any  money,  office,  appointment,  em¬ 
ployment,  testimonial,  reward,  thing  of  value  or  enjoyment, 
or  of  personal  advantage,  or  promise  thereof,  for  his  vote  or 
official  influence,  or  for  withholding  the  same,  or  with  an 
understanding,  expressed  or  implied,  that  his  vote  or  official 
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action  shall  be  in  any  way  influenced  thereby,  or  who  shall 
solicit  or  demand  any  such  money  or  other  advantage,  matter 
or  thing  aforesaid  for  another,  as  the  consideration  of  his 
vote  or  official  influence,  or  for  withholding  the  same,  or 
shall  give  or  withhold  his  vote  or  influence  in  consideration 
of  the  payment  or  promise  of  such  money,  advantage,  matter 
or  thing  to  another,  shall  be  held  guilty  of  bribery  within 
the  meaning  of  this  Constitution,  and  shall  incur  the  disa¬ 
bilities  provided  thereby  for  said  offence,  and  such  additional 
punishment  as  is  or  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  30.  Any  person  who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  B^grof0<L™ISl 
offer,  give  or  promise,  any  money,  or  thing  of  value,  testi-  Assembly  and

ARTICLE  IV.

Sec.  2.  The  supreme  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Governor,  who  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed ;  he  shall  be  chosen  on  the  day  of  the  general  elec¬ 
tion,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  the 
places  where  they  shall  vote  for  Representatives.  The  returns 
of  every  election  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up  and  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  directed  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  who  shall  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence 
of  the  members  of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
Governor,  but  if  two  or  more  be  equal  and  highest  in  votes, 
one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint  vote  of 
the  members  of  both  Houses.  Contested  elections  shall  be 
determined  by  a  committee,  to  be  selected  from  both  Houses 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  formed  and  regulated  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  shall  hold  his  office  during  four 
years  from  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next  ensuing  his 
election,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  for  the  next 
succeeding  term. 

Sec.  4.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  for  the  same  term,  and  subject 
to  the  same  provisions  as  the  Governor  ;  he  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Gov¬ 
ernor  or  Lieutenant  Governor  except  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
have  been  seven  years  next  preceding  his  election  an  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  the  State,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the 
public  business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  6.  No  member  of  Congress  or  person  holding  any 
office  under  the  United  States  or  this  State  shall  exercise  the 
office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Sec,  7.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of 
the  army  and  navy  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia, 
except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  8.  Lie  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Senate, 
appoint  a  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  an  Attorney 
General  during  pleasure,  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion  for  four  years,  and  such  other  officers  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  as  he  is  or  may  be  authorized  by  the  Constitution  or 
by  law  to  appoint ;  he  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen,  in  offices  to  which  he  may  appoint,  during 
the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session :  he  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  happen,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Senate,  in  the  office  of  Auditor  General,  State  Trea- 
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surer,  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  or  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  in  a  judicial  office,  or  in  any  other  elective 
office  which  he  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  fill ;  if  the  vacancy 
shall  happen  during  the  session  of  the  Senate,  the  Governor 
shall  nominate  to  the  Senate,  before  their  final  adjournment, 
a  proper  person  to  fill  said  vacancy ;  but  in  any  such  case  of 
'acancy,  in  an  elective  office,  a  person  shall  be  chosen  to 
said  office  at  the  next  general  election,  unless  the  vacancy 
shall  happen  within  three  calendar  months  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  such  election,  in  which  case  the  election  for  said  office 
shall  be  held  at  the  second  succeeding  general  election.  In 
acting  on  executive  nominations  the  Senate  shall  sit  with 
open  doors,  and,  in  confirming  or  rejecting  the  nominations 
of  the  Governor,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures, 
to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  of  sentence  and  pardons, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment;  but  no  pardon  shall  be 
granted,  nor  sentence  commuted,  except  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  in  writing  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  Attorney  General  and  Secretary  of 
Internal  Affairs,  or  any  three  of  them,  after  full  hearing, 
upon  due  public  notice  and  in  open  session ;  and  such  recom¬ 
mendation,  with  the  reasons  therefor  at  length,  shall  be 
recorded  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Sec.  10.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from 
the  officers  of  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General 
Assembly  information  of  the  state  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he 
may  judge  expedient. 

Sec.  12.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene 
the  General  Assembly,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between 
the  two  Houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment, 
adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not 
exceeding  four  months.  He  shall  have  power  to  convene 
the  Senate  in  extraordinary  session  by  proclamation,  for  the 
transaction  of  executive  business. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  the  death,  conviction  on  impeach¬ 
ment,  failure  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  other  disability  of 
the  Governor,  the  powers,  duties  and  emoluments  of  the 
office,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  or  until  the  disability 
be  removed,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant 
Governor,  or  when  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  im¬ 
peached  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  shall  be  unable 
to  exercise  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  powers,  duties  and 
emoluments  thereof  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  or  until 
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the  disability  be  removed,  shall  devolve  upon  the  President 
; pro  tempore  of  the  Senate ;  and  the  President  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate  shall  in  like  manner  become  Governor  if  a 
vacancy  or  disability  shall  occur  in  the  'office  of  Governor ; 
his  seat  as  Senator  shall  become  vacant  whenever  he  shall 
become  Governor,  and  shall  be  filled  by  election  as  any  other 
vacancy  in  the  Senate. 

Sec.  15.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor;  if  he  approve  he  shall 
sign  it,  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  he  shall  return  it  with 
his  objections  to  the  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
which  House  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their 
journal,  and  proceed  to  re-consider  it.  If,  after  such  re¬ 
consideration,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  that 
House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  with  the 
objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  likewise  it  shall  be 
re-considered ;  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  elected  to  that  House  it  shall  be  a  law;  but  in  such  cases 
the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against 
the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House, 
respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  within  ten  days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to 
him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had 
signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  adjourn¬ 
ment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless 
he  shall  file  the  same,  with  his  objections,  in  the  office  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  give  notice  thereof  by  pub¬ 
lic  proclamation  within  thirty  days  after  such  adjournment. 

Sec.  16.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  disapprove 
of  any  item  or  items  of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of 
money,  embracing  distinct  items,  and  the  part  or  parts  of 
the  bill  approved  shall  be  the  law,  and  the  item  or  items 
of  appropriation  disapproved  shall  be  void,  unless  re-passed 
according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  for  the 
passage  of  other  bills  over  the  executive  veto. 

Sec.  17.  The  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
preside  upon  the  trial  of  any  contested  election  of  Governor 
or  Lieutenant  Governor  and  shall  decide  questions  regarding 
the  admissibility  of  evidence,  and  shall,  upon  request  of  the 
committee,  pronounce  his  opinion  upon  other  questions  of  law 
involved  in  the  trial.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  duly  qualified. 

•  Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor, 
and  when  required  lay  the  same,  with  all  papers,  minutes 
and  vouchers  relating  thereto,  before  either  branch  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
enjoined  upon  him  by  law. 


Sec.  19.  The  Secret4?y‘of  Interim!,  Affairs,  shill  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  perform  all’  the  duties  @1  ‘the  Surveyor 
General,  subject  to  such  changes  as  shall  be  made  by  law. 
His  department  shall  embrace  a  bureau  of  industrial  statistics, 
and  he  shall  discharge  such  duties  relating  to  corporations, 
to.  the  charitable  institutions,  the  agricultural,  manufacturing, 
mining,  mineral,  timber  and  other  material  or  business 
interests  of  the  State  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  He 
shall  annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  required 
by  law,  make  report  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  20.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  subject  to  such  changes 
as  shall  be  made  by  law; 

Sec.  21.  The  term  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs 
shall  be  four  years  ;  of  the  Auditor  General  three  years  ; 
and  of  the  State  Treasurer  two  years.  These  officers  shall 
be  cnosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  general 
elections.  ^N"o  person  elected  to  the  office  of  Auditor  Gen¬ 
eral  or  State  Treasurer  shall  be  capable  of  holding  the  same 
office  for  two  consecutive  terms. 

Sec.  22.  The  present  Great  Seal  of  Pennsylvania  shall 
be  the  seal  of  the  State.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the 
name  and  by  authority  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal  and  signed  by  the 
Governor. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

The  Judiciary . 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  Commonwealth  The  courts, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  courts  of  Common 
Pleas,  courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  General  Jail  Deliv- 
ery,  courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  Orphans’ 

Courts,  Magistrates’  Courts,  and  in  such  other  courts  as  the 
General  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  seven,  judges,  The  supreme 

who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  SSSgesTohS 
large.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  twenty-  Justice* 
one  years,  if  they  so  long  behave  themselves  well,  but  shall 
not  be  again  eligible.  The  judge  whose  commission  shall 
first  expire  shall  be  chief  justice,  and  thereafter  each  jud^e 

whose  commission  shall  first  expire  shall  in  turn  be  chief 

justice. 

^EC*  3-  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  ex-  Jurisdiction  of 
|  tend  over  the  State,  and  the  judges  thereof  shall,  by  virtue  supreme  Court, 
of  their  offices,  be  justices  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  Gen¬ 
eral .  Jail  Delivery  in  the  several  counties;  they  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  injunction  where  a  corpora¬ 
tion  is  a  party  defendant,  of  habeas  corpus ,  of  mandamus  to 
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officers  of  th$  Commonwealth  whose  'jurisdiction  extends  over 
the  State,  but  shall  not  exercise  any  other  original  jurisdic¬ 
tion  ;  they  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  by  appeal,  certi¬ 
orari  or  writ  of  error  in  all  cases,  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  Until  otherwise  directed  by  law,  the  courts  of 
Common  Pleas  shall  continue  as  at  present  established,  ex¬ 
cept  as  herein  changed ;  not  more  than  four  counties  shall, 
at  any  time,  be  included  in  one  judicial  district  organized 
for  said  courts. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  a  county  shall  contain  forty  thousand 
inhabitants  it  shall  constitute  a  separate  judicial  district,  and 
shall  elect  one  judge  learned  in  the  law;  and  the  General 
Assembly  shall  provide  for  additional  judges,  as  the  business 
of  the  said  districts  may  require.  Counties  containing  a  pop¬ 
ulation  less  than  is  sufficient  to  constitute  separate  districts 
shall  be  forned  into  convenient  single  districts,  or,  if  necess¬ 
ary,  may  be  attached  to  contiguous  districts  as  the  General 
Assembly  may  provide.  The  office  of  associate  judge,  not 
learned  in  the  law,  is  abolished  in  counties  forming  separate 
districts  ;  but  the  several  associate  judges  in  office  when  this 
Constitution  shall  be  adopted  shall  serve  for  their  unexpired 
terms. 

Sec.  6.  In  the  counties  of  Philadelphia  and  Allegheny 
all  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  now  vested  in  the  District 
courts  and  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  made  by  this  Constitution  or  by  law,  shall  be  in 
Philadelphia  vested  in  four,  and  in  Allegheny  in  two,  distinct 
and  separate  courts  of  equal  and  co-ordinate  jurisdiction, 
composed  of  three  judges  each;  the  said  courts  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  shall  be  designated  respectively  as  the  court  of  Common 
Pleas  number  one,  number  two,  number  three  and  number 
four,  and  in  Allegheny  as  the  court  of  Common  Pleas  num¬ 
ber  one  and  number  two,  but  the  number  of  said  courts  may 
be  by  law  increased,  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  be  in  like- 
manner  designated  by  successive  numbers ;  the  number  of 
judges  in  any  of  said  courts,  or  in  any  county  where  the 
establishment  of  an  additional  court  may  be  authorized  by 
law,  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  and  whenever  such 
increase  shall  amount  in  the  whole  to  three,  such  three  judges 
shall  compose  a  distinct  and  separate  court  as  aforesaid,  which 
shall  be  numbered  as  aforesaid.  In  Philadelphia  all  suits 
shall  be  instituted  in.  the  said  courts  of  Common  Pleas  without 
designating  the  number  of  said  court,  and  the  several  courts 
shall  distribute  and  apportion  the  business  among  them  in 
such  maner  as  shall  be  provided  by  rules  of  court,  and  each 
court,  to  which  any  suit  shall  be  thus  assigned,  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof,  subject  to  change  of  venue,  as 
shall  be  provided  by  law.  In  Allegheny  each  court  shall 


have  exclusive  jurisdiotj.op  all  pr&G££dings  a;t .  law  and  in 
equity,  commenced  therein,  subjcot*  tJo  cha'hge  .-of  venue  as 
may  be  provided  by  law. 

SiiC.  i.  For  Philadelphia  there  shall  be  one  prothono- 
tary  s  office,  and  one  prothonotarv  for  all  said  courts  to  be 
appointed  by  the  judges  of  said  courts,  and  to  hold  office  for 
three  years,  subject  to  removal  by  a  majority  of  the  said 
judges  ;  the  said  prothonotary  shall  appoint  such  assistants 
as  may  be  necessary  and  authorized  by  said  courts ;  and  he 
and  his  assistants  shall  receive  fixed  salaries,  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  law  and  paid  by  said  county ;  all  fees  collected  in 
said  office,  except  such  as  may  be  by  law  due  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  shall  be  paid  by  the  prothonotary  into  the  county 
treasury.  Each  court  shall  have  its  separate  dockets,  except 
the  judgment  docket  which  shall  contain  the  judgments  and 
liens  of  all  the  said  courts,  as  is  or  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  courts  in  the  counties  of  Philadelphia 
and  Allegheny,  respectively,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  in  turn 
detail  one  or  more  of  their  judges  to  hold  the  courts  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer  and  the  courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
of  said  counties,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  Judges  of  the  courts  of  Common  Pleas  learned  in 
the  law  shall  be  judges  of  the  courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  General'  Jail  Delivery,  and 
ot  the  Orphans’  Court,  and  within  their  respective  districts 
shall  be  Justices  of  the  Peace  as  to  criminal  maters. 

Sec.  10.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  Common  Pleas, 
witmn  their  respective  counties,  shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  certiorari  to  justices  of  the  Peace  and  other  inferior 
courts  not  of  record,  and  to  cause  their  proceedings  to  be 
brought  before  them,  and  right  and  justice  to  be  done. 

.  V”  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitu¬ 
tion,  justices  of  the  peace  or  alderman  shall  be  elected  in  the 
several  wards,  districts,  boroughs  and  townships  at  the  time 
ot  the  election  of  constables,  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof 
m  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law,  and  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  five  years.  No 
township,  ward,  district  or  borough  shall  elect  more  than  two 
justices  of  the  peace  or  aldermen  without  the  consent  of  a 
mnjonty  of  the  qualified  electors  within  such  township, 
ward  or  borough  ;  no  person  shall  be  elected  to  such  office 
unless  he  shall  have  resided  within  the  township,  borough, 
ward  or  district  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election. 
In  cities  containing  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  not  more 
than  one  alderman  shall  be  elected  in  each  ward  or  district. 

sec  12.  In  Philadelphia  there  shall  be  established,  for 
each  thirty  thousand  inhabitants,  one  court,  not  of  record,  of 
police  and  civil  causes,  with  jurisdiction  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  ;  such  courts  shall  be  held  by  magistrates 
T\hose  term  of  office  shall  fie  five  years,  and  they  shall  be 
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for  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  persons  to  be  elec¬ 
ted  when  more  than  one  are  to  be  chosen ;  they  shall  be 
compensated  only  by  fixed  salaries,  to  be  paid  by  said  county ; 
and  shall  exercise  such  jurisdiction,  civil  and  criminal,  except 
as  herein  provided,  as  is  now  exercised  by  aldermen,  subject 
to  such  changes,  not  involving  an  increase  of  civil  jurisdiction 
or  conferring  political  duties,  as  may  be  made  by  law.  In 
Philadelphia  the  office  of  alderman  is  abolished. 

Sec.  18.  All  fees,  fines  and  penalties  in  said  courts  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  14.  In  all  cases  of  summary  conviction  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  or  of  judgment  in  suit  for  a  penalty  before  a 
magistrate,  or  court  not  of  record,  either  party  may  appeal 
to  such  court  of  record  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  upon 
allowance  of  the  appellate  court  or  judge  thereof  upon  cause 
shown. 

Sec.  15.  All  judges  required  to  be  learned  in  the  law, 
except  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  respective  districts  over  which 
they  are  to  preside,  and  shall  hold  their  oifices  for  the  period 
of  "ten  years,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  themselves  well ; 
but  for  any  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  be  sufficient 
ground  for  impeachment,  the  Governor  may  remove  any  of 
them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  House  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly. 

Election  of  JmJg-  Sec.  16.  "W  henever  two  judges  of  the  Supreme  Couit 
ctourt by'ifmited  are  to  be  chosen  for  the  same  term  of  service  each  voter  shall 
vote  for  one  only,  and  when  three  are  to  be  chosen  he  shall 
vote  for  no  more  than  two ;  candidates  highest  in  vote  shall 
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be  declared  elected. 

Sec.  IT.  Should  any  two  or  more  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  or  any  two  or  more  judges  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas 
for  the  same  district,  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  they  shall,  as 
soon  after  the  election  as  convenient,  cast  lots  for  priority  of 
commission,  and  certify  the  result  to  the  Governor,  who  shall 
issue  their  commissions  in  accordance  therewith. 

Sec.  18.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  judges 
of  the  several  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  all  other  judges 
required  to  be  learned  in  the  law,  shall  at  stated  times  le- 
ceive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensation,  wuich 
shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  paid  by  the  State..  They  shall  re¬ 
ceive  no  other  compensation,  fees  or  perquisites  of  office  for 
their  services  from  any  source,  nor  hold  any  other  office  oj. 
profit  under  the  United  States,  this  State  or  any  other  State. 

Sec.  19.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  during  their  con¬ 
tinuance  in  office,  shall  reside  within  this  Commonwealth  ,  and 
the  other  judges,  during  their  continuance  in  office,  shall  reside 
within  the  districts  for  which  they  shall  be  respectively  elected. 
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Sec.  20.  The  several  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  besides  Chancery  powers 
the  powers  herein  conferred,  shall  have  and  exercise  within  commonViL0/ 
their  respective  districts,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be 
made  by  law,  such  chancery  powers  as  are  now  vested  by 
law  in  the  several  courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  conferred  upon  them  by  law. 

Sec.  21.  No  duties  shall  be  imposed  by  law  Upon  the  No  extra  judicial 
Supreme  Court  or  any  of  the  judges  thereof,  except  such  as  dsmie8  Ibr  Judg* 
are  judicial,  nor  shall  any  of  the  judges  thereof  exercise  any 
power  of  appointment  except  as  herein  provided.  The  court 
of  Nisi  Prius  is  hereby  abolished,  and  no  court  of  original 
jurisdiction  to  be  presided  over  by  any  one  or  more  of  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  established. 

Sec.  22.  In  every  county  wherein  the  population  shall  separate  or- 
exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  the  General  Assem-  phan8’ Cjult* 
bly  shall,  and  in  any  other  county  may,  establish  a  separate 
Orphans  Court,  to  consist  of  one  or  more  judges  who  shall 
be  learned  in  the  law,  which  court  shall  exercise  all  the  juris¬ 
diction  and  powers  now  vested  in  or  which  may  hereafter  be* 
conferred  upon  the  Orphans’  courts,  and  thereupon  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  Comm.on  Pleas  within 
such  county,  in  Orphans’  Court  proceedings,  shall  cease  and 
determine.  In  any  county  in  which  a  separate  Orphans’ 

Court  shall  be  established,  the  register  of  wills  shall  be  clerk 
of  such  court  and  subject  to  its  directions,  in  all  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  his  office;  he  may  appoint  assistant  clerks,  but 
only  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  said  court.  All  ac¬ 
counts  filed  with  him  as  register  or  as  clerk  of  the  said  sepa¬ 
rate  Orphans  Court,  shall  be  audited  by  the  court  without 
expense  to  parties,  except  where  all  parties  in  interest  in 
a  pending  proceeding  shall  nominate  an  auditor  whom  the 
court  may,  in  its  discretion,  appoint.  In  every  county  Or¬ 
phans’  courts  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of 
a  Registers’  Court,  and  separate  Registers’  courts  are  hereby 
abolished. 

Sec.  23.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  “  The  Com- 
monwealtn  ol  Pennsylvania.”  All  prosecutions  shall  be 
carried  on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  conclude  66  against  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  the  same.” 

Sec.  24.  In  all  cases  of  felonious  homicide,  and  in  such  other  }!eview  in  su- 
criminal  cases  as  may  be  provided  for  by  law,  the  accused  after  crindLuaseSm 
conviction  and  sentence,  may  remove  the  indictment,  record 
and  all  proceedings  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  review.

or  otherwise,  in  any  court  of  record,  shall  be  filled  by  ap¬ 
pointment  by  the  Governor,  to  continue  till  the  first  Monday 
of  January  next  succeeding  the  first  general  election,  which 
shall  occur  three  or  more  months  after  the  happening  of 
such  vacancy.  G 
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Sec.  26.  All  laws  relating  to  courts  shall  be  general  and 
of  uniform  operation,  and  the  organization,  jurisdiction  and 
powers  of  all  courts  of  the  same  class  or  grade,  so  far  as 
regulated  by  law,  and  the  force  and  effect  of  the  process  and 
judgments  of  such  courts,  shall  be  uniform  ;  and  the  General 
Assembly  is  hereby  prohibited  from  creating  other  courts  to 
exercise  the  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  judges 
of  the  courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  Orphans’  courts. 

Sec.  27.  The  parties,  by  agreement  filed,  may  in  any 
civil  case  dispense  with  trial  by  jury,  and  submit  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  such  case  to  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof, 
and  such  court  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same  ;  and  the

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ARTICLE  VI. 

Impeachment  and  Removal  from  Office. 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have 

the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate  ; 
when  sitting  fo*r  that  purpose  the  Senators  shall  be  upon 
oath  or  affirmation;  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  and  all  other  civil  officers  shall 
be  liable  to  impeachment  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office,  but 
judgment  in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  re¬ 
moval  from  office  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  this  Commonwealth  ;  the  person  accused, 
whether  convicted,  or  acquitted,  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment  according  to 

law.  '  .  .. 

Sec.  4.  All  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  they  behave  themselves  well  while  in  office,  and 
shall  be  removed  on  conviction  of  misbehavior  in  office  or  of 
any  infamous  crime.  Appointed  officers,  other  than  judges  of 
the  courts  of  record  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In¬ 
struction,  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  power  by 
which  they  shall  have  been  appointed.  All  officers  elected 
by  the  people,  except  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  judges  of  the  courts  of 
record  learned  in  the  law,  shall  be  removed  by  the  Governor 
for  reasonable  cause,  after  due  notice  and  full  hearing,  on  the 
address  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senate. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Oath  of  Office. 

Section  1.  Senators  and  Representatives  and  all  judicial, 

State  and  county  officers  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties 
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of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  General  oa^  of 
oath  01  affiimation  :  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I 
will  support,  obey  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  find  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  that 
I  will  discharge  the  duties  of  my  office  with  fidelity;  that  I 
have  not  paid  or  contributed,  or  promised  to  pay  or  contri¬ 
bute,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  or  other  valu¬ 
able  thing,  to  procure  my  nomination  or  election,  (or  appoint¬ 
ment,)  except  for  necessary  and  proper  expenses  expressly 
authorized  by  law;  that  I  have  not  knowingly  violated  any 
election  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  procured  it  to  be 
clone  by  others  in  my  behalf;  that  I  will  not  knowingly  re¬ 
ceive,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  or  other  valuable 
tung  for  the  performance  or  non-performance  of  any  act  or 

duty  pertaining  to  my  office,  other  than  the  compensation 
allowed  by  law.” 

The  foiegoing  oath  shall  be  administered  by  some  nerson 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  in  the  case  of  state  offi- 
cers  and  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  the  case 
oi  other  judicial  and  county  officers,  in  the  office  of  the  pro- 
thonotary  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  is  taken  ;  any 
pet  son  refusing  to  take  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  forfeit 
is  office;  and  any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having 
sworn  or  affirmed  falsely,  or  of  having  violated  said  oath  or 
affirmation,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  and  be  forever  dis- 
quahfied  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  within 
this  Commonwealth.  The  oath  to  the  members  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  shall  be  administered  by  one 
ol  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  a  court  of  Common 
Rleas  learned  m  the  law,  in  the  hall  of  the  House  to  which 
the  members  shall  be  elected. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Suffrage  and  Elections . 

®y'TI0N  I  ,E,yi7  male  citizen  twenty-one  years  of  age,  Qa.Mc.th™,  of 
possessing  the  following  qualifications,  shall  be  entitled  to  ToteiS- 
vote  at  all  elections  :  First. —Re  shall  have  been  a  citizen 
ot  the  United  States  at  least  one  month.  Second. — He 
shall  have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  (or  if,  having  pre¬ 
viously  been  a  qualified  elector  or  native  born  citizen  of  the 
fetate,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  returned,  then 
six  months,)  immediately  preceding  the  election.  Third.— 
lie  shall  have  resided  in  the  election  district  where  he  shall

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Sec  2  The  general  election  shall  be  held  annually  on  the 
Tuesday  next  following  the  first  Monday  of  November,  but  the 
General  Assembly  may  by  law  fix  a  different  day,  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  each  House  consenting  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  All  elections  for  city,  ward,  borough  and  town¬ 
ship  officers,  for  regular  terms  of  service,  shall  be  held  on 

the  third  Tuesday  of  February.  _  '  .  „  ,  1W 

Sec.  4.  All  elections  by  the  citizens  shah  he  by  ballot. 

Every  ballot  voted  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which 
it  shall  be  received,  and  the  number  recorded  by  the  election 
officers  on  the  list  of  voters,  opposite  the  name  of  the  elector 
who  presents  the  ballot.  Any  elector  may  write  his  name 
upon  his  ticket,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  written  thereon  and 
attested  by  a  citizen  of  the  district.

Sec.  8.  Municipal  and  other  corporations  and  individu¬ 
als  invested  with  the  privilege  of  taking  private  property  for 
public  use  shall  make  just  compensation  for  property  taken, 
injured  or  destroyed  by  the  construction  or  enlargement  of 
their  works,  highways  or  improvements,  which  compensation 
shall  be  paid  or  secured  before  such  taking,  injury  or 
destruction.  The  General  Assembly  is  hereby  prohibited 
from  depriving  any  person  of  an  appeal  Irom  any  prelimi¬ 
nary  assessment  of  damages  against  any  such  corporations 
or  individuals  made  by  viewers  or  otherwise;  and  the  amount 
of  such  damages  in  all  cases  of  appeal  shall  on  the  demand 
of  either  party  be  determined  by  a  jury  according  to  the 
course  of  the  common  law. 

Sec.  9.  Every  banking  law  shall  provide  for  the  registry 
and  countersigning,  by  an  officer  of  the  State,  of  all  notes 
or  bills  designed  for  circulation,  and  that  ample  security  to 
the  full  amount  thereof  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Auditor 
General  for  the  redemption  of  such  notes  or  bills. 

Sec.  10.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  power  to 
alter,  revoke  or  annul  any  charter  of  incorporation  now 
existing  and  revocable  at  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
or  any  that  may  hereafter  be  created,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth,  in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be 
done  to  the  corporators.  No  law  hereafter  enacted  shall 
create,  renew  or  extend  the  charter  of  more  than  one  cor¬ 
poration. 

Sec.  11.  No  corporate  body  to  possess  banking  and  dis¬ 
counting  privileges  shall  be  created  or  organized  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  any  law  without  three  months  previous  public  notice, 
at  the  place  of  the  intended  location,  of  the  intention  to 
apply  for  such  privileges,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law,  nor  shall  a  charter  for  such  privilege  be 
granted  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty  years. 

Sec.  12.  Any  association  or  corporation  organized  for

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ARTICLE  XVII. 


Railroads  and  Canals. 


Section  1.  All  railroads  and  canals  shall  be  public  high¬ 
ways,  and  all  railroad  and  canal  companies  shall  be  common 
carriers.  Any  association  or  corporation  organized  for  the 
purpose  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  rail¬ 
road  between  any  points  within  this  State,  and  to  connect  at 
the  State  line  with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad

Sec.  2.  Every  railroad  and  canal  corporation  organized 
in  this  State  shall  maintain  an  office  therein  where  transfers 
of  its  stock  shall  be  made,  and  where  its  books  shall  be  kept 
for  inspection  by  any  stockholder  or  creditor  of  such  cor¬ 
poration,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  subscribed  or  paid  in,  and  by  whom,  the  names  of  the 
owners  of  its  stock  and  the  amounts  owned  by  them,  respect- 
ively,  the  transfers  of  said  stock,  and  the  names  and  places 
of  residence  of  its  officers. 

Sec.  3.  All  individuals,  associations  and  corporations 
shall  have  equal  right  to  have  persons  and  property  trans¬ 
ported  over  railroads  and  canals,  and  no  undue  or  unreason¬ 
able  discrimination  .shall  be  made  in  charges  for,  or  in  fa¬ 
cilities  for,  transportation  of  freight  or  passengers  within* 
the  State,  or  coming  from  or  going  to  any  other  State.

Sec.  7.  No  discrimination  in  charges  or  facilities  for 
transportation  shall  be  made  between  transportation  com¬ 
panies  and  individuals,  or  in  favor  of  either,  by  abatement, 
drawback  or  otherwise,  and  no  railroad  or  canal  company,  or 
any  lessee,  manager  or  employee  thereof,  shall  make  any 
preferences  in  furnishing  cars  or  motive  power. 

Sec.  8.  No  railroad,  railway  or  other  transportation 
company  shall  grant  free  passes,  or  passes  at  a  discount,  to 
any  person  except  officers  or  employees  of  the  company. 

Sec.  9.  No  street  passenger  railway  shall  be  constructed 
within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borough  or  township,  without 
the  consent  of  its  local  authorities. 

Sec.  10.  No  railroad,  canal  or  other  transportation  com¬ 
pany,  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  article, 
shall  have  the  benefit  of  any  future  legislation  by  general  or 
special  laws,  except  on  condition  of  complete  acceptance  of 
all  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sec.  11.  The  existing  powers  and  duties  of  the  Auditor 
General  in  regard  to  railroads,  canals  and  other  transpor¬ 
tation  companies,  except  as  to  their  accounts,  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  who  shall 
have  a  general  supervision  over  them,  subject  to  such  regula¬ 
tions  and  alterations  as  shall  be  provided  by  law ;  and,  in 
addition  to  the  annual  reports  now  required  to  be  made,  said 
Secretary  may  require  special  reports  at  any  time  upon  any 
subject  relating  to  the  business  of  said  companies  from  any 
officer  or  officers  thereof.

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SCHEDULE. 


That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  changes  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into  complete 
operation,  it  is  hereby  declared,  that : 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  for 
all  purposes  not  otherwise  provided  for  therein. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution  not  inconsistent  therewith,  and  all  rights, 
actions,  prosecutions  and  contracts  shall  continue  as  if  this  Constitution 
had  not  been  adopted. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  general  election  in  the  years  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven¬ 
ty-five,  Senators  shall  be  elected  in  all  districts  where  there  shall  be 
vacancies.  Those  elected  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four  shall  serve  for  two  years,  and  those  elected  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  shall  serve  for  one  year.  Sena¬ 
tors  now  elected  and  those  whose  terms  are  unexpired  shall  represent 
the  districts  in  which  they  reside  until  the  end  of  the  terms  for  which 
they  were  elected. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  general  election  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-six,  Senators  shall  be  elected  from  even  numbered 
districts  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  from  odd  numbered  d  stricts  to 
serve  for  four  years. 

Sec.  5.  The  first  election  of  Governor  under  this  Constitution  shall 
be  at  the  general  election  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  when  a  Governor  shall  be  elected  for  three  years ;  and  the 
term  of  the  Governor  elected  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  and  of  those  thereafter  elected  shall  be  for  four  years, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution.

A  Statement  and  Exposition 


OP  THE 

CHANGES  CONTAINED  IN  THE  NEW  CONSTITUTION 

OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 


The  preamble  is  made  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  of  civil  and  reli¬ 
gious  liberty,  and  is  followed  by  the  several  articles  in  their  proper 
order,  all  the  material  changes  in  which  are  the  following : 

I.  THE  DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS. 

corresponding  article  in  the  old  constitution  is  but  slightly 

changed,  and  is  made  to  take  its  proper  place  as  the  first  article  of  the 
new  constitution. 

In  the  seventh  section,  the  provisions  securing  the  freedom  of  the 
press  are  extended  by  the  insertion  of  a  new  clause  to  the  effect  that 
m  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  papers  relating  to  the  official 
conduct  ot  officers  or  men  in  public  capacity,  or  to  other  matters 
proper  lor  public  investigation  or  information,  there  shall  be  no  con¬ 
viction  when  the  fact  that, such  publication  was  not  maliciously  or 
negligently  made  shall  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  iury.” 
Ihis  piovision  excludes  the  legal  'inference  of  malice  from  the  mere 
iact  ot  publication  or  from  the  inaccuracy  of  the  matter  published, 
and  leaves  the  question  of  conviction  to  depend  upon  the  actual  malice 
or  negligence  ot  the  author  or  publisher  of  an  alleged  libel.  It  will 
simply  permit  the  jury  to  render  a  verdict  upon  the  real  merits  of  the 
cas®-  provision  is  confined  to  criminal  prosecutions,  and  does  not 

modity  the  existing  laws  relating  to  civil  remedies  in  actions  of  libel  ♦ 
and  slander. 

II.  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  principal  changes  in  this  article  are  the  following : 

Members  of  the  Senate  are  to  be  elected  for  four  years  instead  of 
three,  and  of  the  House  for  two  years  instead  of  one.  The  regular 
sessions  of  the  Legislature  are  to  be  biennial  instead  of  annual,  and  no 

(39) 
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adjourned  annual  sessions  are  permitted  after  the  year  1878,  but.  the 
Governor  may  convene  the  two  houses  upon  extraordinary  occasions, 
and  the  Senate  alone,  when  a  meeting  of  that  body  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  executive  business.  The  Governor  is  further 
required  to  convene  the  two  houses  upon  proclamation  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  United  States  Senator  from  this  State.  It  is 
further  provided  that,  whenever  the  Legislature  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Governor,  the  sessions  shall  be  confined  to  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness  expressly  mentioned  in  the  Executive  proclamation.  No  Senator 
or  Representative  shall  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  during  his  term 
of  service,  and  persons  convicted  of  embezzlement  of  public  moneys, 
bribery,  perjury,  or  other  infamous  crime,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the 
Legislature  or  capable  of  holding  any  public  office.  The  compensation 
of  members  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  shall  not  be  increased  during 
any  official  term.  The  Senate  is  empowered  to  choose  a  presiding 
officer,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Lieutenant  Governor  when 
necessary.  The  powers  of  each  house  are  more  definitely  expressed, 
and  their  sessions  more  completely  guarded  against  improper  influence 
than  by  the  old  constitution.  By  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  sec¬ 
tions,  the  numbers  of  each  house  are  increased  and  the  apportionment 
of  membership  by  districts  determined  and  regulated.  The  Senate  is 
to  consist  of  fifty  members,  instead  of  thirty-three,  to  be  chosen  from 
single  districts,  one-half  thereof  every  second  year.  The  provision  in 
the  old  constitution  forbidding  the  division  of  counties  is  retained, 
except  as  to  those  which  shall  be  entitled  to  two  or  more  Senators ; 
and  the  former  limitation  that  no  city  or  county  shall  elect  more  than 
four  Senators  is  changed  to  a  provision  that  no  county  shall  elect  more 
than  one-sixth  of  the  whole  number.  In  counties  divisible  into 
Senatorial  districts,  the  districts  are  to  be  made  equal,  and  no  ward, 
borough,  or  township  is  to  be  divided  in  their  formation.  A  full  Sena¬ 
torial  ratio  will  entitle  a  county  to  separate  representation,  but  the 
Legislature  may  assign  a  Senator  to  a  county  with  four-fifths  of  a 
ratio,  and  a  special  provision  is  made  to  meet  the  case  of  a  county 
containing  more  than  one-half  and  less  than  four-fifths  of  a  ratio 
which  shall  be  wholly  surrounded  by  counties  entitled  of  right  to  sepa¬ 
rate  representation. 

For  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  population  of  the  State  is  to 
be  divided  by  200,  to  establish  a  representative  ratio,  and  each  county 
is  to  have  at  least  one  representative,  and  as  many  additional  represen¬ 
tatives  as  it  shall  have  ratios.  Counties  with  less  than  five  ratios  will 
have  an  additional  member  for  any  surplus  fraction  exceeding  one-half 
a  ratio.  The  separate  representation  of  cities  containing  one  or  more 
ratios  is  provided  for,  and  such  cities  and  counties  containing  more  than 
100,000  inhabitants  are  to  be  divided  into  Representative  districts,  but 
no  district  so  formed  shall  elect  more  than  four  Representatives. 
These  provisions  in  regard  to  the  constitution  of  the  Senate  and  House 
are  wholly  new  and  are  radical  changes  in  the  application  of  the  re¬ 
presentative  principle. 

The  additional  change  in  this  article  is  that  apportionments  are  to 
be  made  by  the  Legislature  at  the  session  of  1874,  and  immediately 
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after  each  decennial  census  of  the  United  States,  and  are  to  be  based 
in  each  case  upon  such  census,  and  not  as  heretofore  upon  a  septennial 
enumeration  of  taxables.  In  brief,  the  important  changes  in  the  leg¬ 
islative  article  are  biennial  elections  and  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature,  an  increase  of  membership  in  both  houses,  a  mixed  system  of 
county  and  district  representation  with  decennial  apportionments,  and 
the  presidency  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  the  Senate. 


III.  LEGISLATION. 

Tim  article  upon  legislation  is  mostly  new,  and  is  elaborate  in  its 
provisions.  It  contains  a  large  body  of  limitations  upon  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  and  regulations  for  its  action,  the  enumeration  of  all  which  would 
be  inconvenient  in  this  place;  but  they  are  of  high  importance,  and  will 
doubtless  produce  a  decided  effect  upon  the  character  of  future  legis¬ 
lation  in  this  Commonwealth.  Special  and  local  legislation  are  largely 
prohibited,  and  minute  and  searching  provisions  are  established  for 
the  passage  and  approval  of  bills.  Of  the  thirty-three  sections  of  this 
article,  fully  three-fourths  contain  new  matter,  and  are  well  calculated 
to  elevate  the  character  and  secure  the  perfection  of  future  laws. 


IV.  THE  EXECUTIVE. 

The  conspicuous  changes  made  by  the  twenty-three  sections  of  the 
Executive  article  are  the  following: 

1.  An  increase  of  the  Governor  s  term  from  three  to  four  years,  to 
correspond  with  the  change  made  in  legislative  terms  and  sessions. 

2.  The  creation  of  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor. 

.  ^he  substitution  of  a  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  and  a  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  the  Surveyor  General  and  Sunerin- 
tendent  of  Common  Schools.  1 

4.  That  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Auditor  General 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  a  second  term. 

5.  A  stringent  limitation  upon  the  pardoning  power. 

6.  A  requirement  that  the  vote  in  each  house  to  pass  a  bill  over  the 
Governor  s  veto  shall  be  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
house,  instead  of  two-thirds  of  those  present. 

-^hat  the  Governor  may  veto  particular  items  in  appropriation 
bills  and  approve  others. 

Lastly,  that  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  preside 

upon  the  trial  of  any  contested  election  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governor. 


Attention  should  be  particularly  directed  to  two  of  these  changes, 
to  wit :  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor  and  the 
limitation  of  the  pardoning  power.  By  the  first  of  these  a  majority 
decision  will  always  be  secured  in  the  Senate  by  a  casting  vote  when 
the  Senate  shall  be  equally  divided,  and  the  prompt  organization  of 
Wie  Senate  at  the  commencement  of  sessions  will  always  be  secured. 
By  it,  also,  the  office  of  Governor  will  be  fitly  filled  in  case  of  a  casual 
vacancy,  and  a  high  officer,  chosen  by  popular  election,  will  be  provided 
.or  the  consideration  of  applications  for  pardon. 
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The  other  provision  referred  to,  requiring  the  recommendation  of 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Attorney 
General  and  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  or  any  three  of  them,  given 
after  public  notice  and  full  hearing  of  the  case,  to  authorize  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  to  pardon  any  criminal  offence,  will  introduce  a  most  substantial 
and  much  needed  reform  in  the  practice  of  the  government. 

Briefly,  the  changes  made  by  the  Executive  article  would  seem  to 
be  judicious,  and  altogether  fit  for  popular  acceptance. 

V.  THE  JUDICIARY. 

This  article  does  not  contain  many  radical  changes.  Two  judges 
are  added  to  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  will  be  chosen  at 
the  general  election  in  1874,  and  they  and  all  judges  subsequently 
elected  will  hold  for  twenty-one  year  terms,  and  will  not  be  re-electa¬ 
ble.  Whenever  two  or  three  judges  are  to  be  elected  at  the  same 
time  to  that  court,  they  are  to  be  divided  between  political  parties  by 
virtue  of  the  manner  of  voting  provided  for  in  the  sixteenth  section. 
The  Nisi  Prius  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  abolished,  and 
no  duties  not  judicial  are  to  be  imposed  upon  any  of  the  judges  of  said 
court. 

These  several  provisions  were  intended  to  secure  a  full  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  people  in  the  Supreme  Court,  to  strengthen  and  increase 
the  usefulness  of  that  court,  and  to  separate  its  judges  from  the  per¬ 
formance  of  duties  not  appropriate  to  their  office. 

Special  provisions  for  consolidating  the  District  and  Common  Pleas 
Courts  of  Philadelphia  and  Alleghany,  though  possessing  little  interest 
in  other  parts  of  the  State,  are  of  much  local  importance.  All  judges 
will  be  of  the  same  class  and  possess  the  same  jurisdiction  hereafter  in 
both  those  populous  divisions  of  the  State.  They  will  in  turn  hold 
the  criminal  courts  in  their  respective  counties,  will  be  enabled  to  dis¬ 
tribute  conveniently  the  judicial  business  which  they  are  to  transact, 
and  execute  their  duties  with  greater  efficiency  and  success. 

Other  local  provisions  limiting  the  number  of  aldermen  in  cities, 
abolishing  the  office  of  alderman  in  Philadelphia  and  substituting  mag¬ 
istrates’  courts,  the  appointment  of  prothonotary  by  all  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  judges,  and  the  provision  for  separate  orphans’  courts  in  counties 
containing  more  than  150,000  inhabitants,  are  notable  changes  for  the 
more  perfect  administration  of  justice  in  the  localities  to  which  they 
refer.  In  all  counties,  registers’  courts  are  abolished  and  their  juris¬ 
diction  conferred  upon  the  orphans’  courts. 

Uniformity  of  legislation  with  reference  to  courts  is  enjoined,  and 
voluntary  waiver  of  jury  trial  by  parties  authorized. 

Lastly,  counties  containing  less  than  40,000  inhabitants  each,  are  to 
be  formed  into  judicial  districts,  while  those  containing  a  greater 
population  shall  be  made  separate  districts,  in  which  the  office  of  asso¬ 
ciate  judge  shall  be  abolished,  saving  the  commissions  of  associate 
judges  now  in  office.  No  commission  of  any  law  judge  is  disturbed, 
and  the  existing  provision  that  no  judicial  salary  shall  be  decreased 
during  a  judicial  term  is  preserved,  with  the  addition  that  it  shall  not 
be  increased  during  such  term. 
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VI.  IMPEACHMENT  AND  EEMOVAL  FEOM  OFFICE. 

This  article  after  retaining  the  provisions  of  the  old  constitution 
that  all  civil  officers  may  be  removed  upon  impeachment,  and  that  all 
officers  shall  hold  their  offices  on  condition  of  good  behavior  durino- 
thmr  terms  of  service,  adds  the  following  new  provisions  : 

That  all  appointed  officers,  other  than  judges  and  the  Superintendent 

°  u  • wi0  -*-ns^™c^10n>  ma7  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  power  by 
which  they  shall  be  appointed ;  and  that  officers  elected  by  the  people 
except  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  law  judges,  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  for  reasonable  cause  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senate, 
alter  due  notice  and  full  hearing. 

VII.  OATH  OF  OFFICE. 

In  place  of  the  brief  general  oath  to  support  the  constitution  and 
perform  official  duty  with  fidelity,  prescribed  by  the  old  constitution, 
a  searching  oath  of  office  is  provided  to  be  administered  to  all  Senators 
.Representatives,  and  State  and  county  officers.  They  will  be  sworn 
or  affirmed  to  support,  obey  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United

VIII.  SUFFRAGE  AND  ELECTIONS.

Fourth.  District  election  boards  are  to  be  constituted  unilormly 

throughout  the  State  according  to  the  plan  of  the  general  election  act 
of  1839  ;  that  is,  of  a  judge,  two  inspectors,  and  two  clerks,  the  inspec-  ^ 
tors  to  be  chosen  by  the  limited  vote ;  and  no  person  holding  any  public 
office  or  employment,  or  who  has  held  such  within  two  months, ^  shall 

be  qualified  to  serve  as  an  election  officer. 

Fifth.  Overseers  of  election  may  be  appointed  by  the  Courts  ot 
Common  Pleas  whenever  their  appointment  shall  be  a  reasonable  pre- 
caution  to  secure  the  purity  and  fairness  of  elections,  and  shall  possess 
certain  additional  powers  to  those  possessed  by  such  overseers  under  ^ 
the  present  laws  of  the  State. 

Sixth.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  withhold  his  testimony  as  a 
witness  in  anv  election  trial  or  investigation  upon  the  ground  that  it 
will  criminate  himself,  and  several  careful  provisions  are  made  against 
the  corruption  of  voters  or  violation  of  the  election  laws  by  candidates. 

Seventh.  All  laws  regulating  the  holding  of  elections,  and  for  regis¬ 
tration  of  voters,  must  be  uniform  throughout  the  State,  but  the  right 
of  an  unregistered  voter  is  carefully  preserved.  _  .  jj 

Lastly ,  Trials  of  all  contested  elections  in  this  State  are  to  be  in . 
courts  of  justice,  or  before  law  judges  thereof,  under  regulations  to  be  ^ 
established  by  statute,  so  that  the  scandal  of  unjust  and  party  decisions 

of  such  cases  shall  be  prevented  hereafter. 

A  few  other  changes  of  less  importance,  but  tending  to  improvement 
will  be  observed  upon  a  careful  reading  of  this  article,  and,  upon  tn€  , 
whole,  it  may  be  assumed  that  justice  and  purity  in  elections  will  bt 
greatly  promoted  thereby,  and  offenders  against  election  laws  curbec 
and  punished. 

IN.  TAXATION  AND  FINANCE. 

This  article  retains  all  the  salutary  provisions  of  the  old  constitutor 
against  an  increase  of  the  State  debt,  and  for  a  sinking  fund,  as  wel 
as  those  which  forbid  subscriptions  by  the  State  or  by  municipalities 
to  the  stock  or  loans  of  corporations,  or  the  pledging  of  public  credr 
to  such  bodies,  and  makes  more  secure  against  manipulation  and  mis 
use  the  moneys  and  securities  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  State.  . 

Strong  limitations  upon  the  creation  of  debts  by  municipalities  ar< 
added  to  the  provisions  above  mentioned,  as  well  as  others  in  relatior 
to  the  application  and  uses  of  surplus  funds  in  the  Treasury  °1  tin 
Commonweath,  and  the  making  of  private  profit  therefrom  is  made  f 
criminal  offence.  Finally,  taxation  is  to  be  equal  upon  all  property  o 
the  same  class,  and  the  property  which  may  be  exempted  from  taxa 
tion  by  statute  is  accurately  limited  and  defined. 

X.  EDUCATION. 

The  article  upon  education  has  been  expanded  in  the  new  constitu 
tion  from  the  former  provision  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  th< 
poor  gratis  to  one  for  the  education  of  all  the  children  of  the  Stat< 
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over  six  years  of  age  who  may  require  such  provision ;  and  a  guar¬ 
antee  is  given  of  a  liberal  annual  appropriation  for  that  object.  It 
is  also  provided  that  public-school  moneys  shall  not  be  appropriated 
o  tne  support  of  sectarian  schools,  and  that  women,  who  supply 
a  majority  of  the  teachers  of  the  State,  and  are  natural  protectors 
and  teachers  of  the  young,  may  be  selected  for  positions  of  control  and 
management  under  the  school  laws  of  the  State.

;  This  article  retains  several  provisions  found  in  the  old  constitution 
winch  are  appropriate  and  useful. 

XIII.  NEW  COUNTIES. 

In  this  article  the  provision  in  the  old  constitution  which  requires 
(hat  any  new  county  shall  contain  at  least  four  hundred  square  miles 
s  retained;  and  to  it  are  added  that  such  new  county  shall  contain  at 
east  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  that  none  of  its  lines  shall  pass 
nthin  ten  miles  of  the  county  seat  of  any  county  proposed  to  be  divi- 
ed,  and  that  no  old  county  shall  be  reduced  below  the  area  or  popula¬ 
tion  required  for  a  new  one.  The  requirement  of  the  old  constitution 
j  .a.t  .a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  county  must  agree  in  order  to  its 
lvision  is  dropped,  but  in  the  article  on  legislation  it  is  provided  that

XV.  CITIES  AND  CITY  CHARTERS. 

-  Provision  is  made  in  this  article  (which  is  new)  for  the  incorporation  of 
ities  containing  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  upon  demand  of  the  people 
*ereof.  Every  city  must  establish  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
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its  debts,  and  is  protected  against  the  creation  of  any  debt  by  any  mu¬ 
nicipal  commission  except  upon  appropriation  first  made  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  city. 

XVI.  PEI V ATE  COEPOEATIONS. 

Most  of  this  article  is  also  new  and  it  constitutes  one  of  the  import¬ 
ant  divisions  of  the  new  constitution.  Many  salutary  regulations 
against  abuse  in  corporate  management  and  securities  against  monopol) 
and  clique  management  are  contained  in  it.  Corporations  are  to  E 
confined  to  the  business  for  which  they  shall  be  established,  and  then 
charters  may  be  repealed  when  the  public  interest  shall  demand  it 
upon  condition  that  injustice  shall  not  be  done  to  the  corporators.  A1 
unused  charters  existing  when  the  constitution  shall  take  effect  shal 
be  void. 


XVII.  EAILEOADS  AND  CANALS. 

This  article,  which  covers  a  comparatively  new  field  of  constitutiona 
action,  was  one  of  those  most  earnestly  considered  by  the  convention 
and  almost  the  whole  of  it  is  new  matter,  and  deeply  interesting  to  al 
the  people  and  particularly  to  the  business  interests  of  the  State.  An; 
synopsis  of  its  contents  would  give  an  imperfect  view  of  its  importance 
and  of  the  varied  points  of  business,  and  of  corporate  action  and  man 
agement  with  which  it  deals.  The  regulations  which  it  imposes  upo] 
railroad  and  canal  companies  are  believed  to  be  more  judicious  an< 
well  advised  than  those  which  have  been  established  by  constitutiona 
provision  and  by  statute  in  other  States,  and  were  adopted  by  the  Con 
vention  in  a  spirit  of  complete  fairness  to  all  interests  with  which  the1 
are  concerned.  The  eighth  section,  which  limits  the  granting  of  fre 
passes,  will  doubtless  attract  general  attention  and  commend  itself  t  . 
those  who  have  not  heretofore  enjoyed  them.  But  the  feature  of  pric  | 
cipal  value  contained  in  this  article  is  the  stringent  limitations  im 
posed  upon  the  railroad  and  other  transportation  companies  in  regar 
to  discriminations  and  favoritism  in  the  conduct  of  their  works  an  ' 
business.  These  limitations,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  per 
fected  by  statute,  will,  it  is  believed,  correct  many  abuses  and  recom 
mend  themselves  upon  trial  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State. 

XVIII.  FUTUEE  AMENDMENTS. 

This,  the  last  of  the  articles,  is  taken  nearly  entire  from  the  old  cor 
stitution,  and  provides  a  reasonable  means  for  securing  occasions 
changes  in  the  fundamental  law,  as  they  shall  be  found  necessary  i 
future  years.  &

A  N  O  RDINANCE 


FOR  SUBMITTING  THE  AMENDED  CONSTITUTION  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  TO  A 
VOTE  OF  THE  QUALIFIED  ELECTORS  THEREOF. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Pennsylvania,  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  amended  Constitution  prepared  by  this  Convention  be 
su  mitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Commonwealth  for  their  adop¬ 
tion  or  rejection,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of

Che  said  Commissioners  shall  be  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  perform 

•heir  du  ies  with  impartiality  and  fidelity.  They  shall  also  have  powe“ 

o  fid  vacancies  in  their  own  number.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
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Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  they  shall  have  authority 
to  make  a  registration  of  voters  for  the  several  election  divisions  of 
said  city,  and  to  furnish  the  lists  so  made  to  the  election  officers  of 
each  precinct  or  division ;  to  distribute  the  tickets  for  said  city  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  this  ordinance  to  be  used  at  the  election;  to  appoint  a 
judge  and  two  inspectors  for  each  election  division,  by  whom  the  elec¬ 
tion  therein  shall  be  held  and  conducted,  and  to  give  all  necessary 
instructions  to  the  election  officers  regarding  their  duties  in  holding 
the  election  and  in  making  returns  thereof.  No  person  shall  serve  as 
an  election  officer  who  would  be  disqualified  under  Section  15,  Article  ( 
8,  of  the  new  Constitution.  The  general  return  of  the  election  in  the1 
said  city  shall  be  opened,  computed  and  certified  before  the  said  Com¬ 
missioners,  and  with  their  approval — which  approval  shall  be  endorsed 
upon  the  return.  They  shall  make  report,  directed  to  the  President  of 
this  Convention,  of  their  official  action  under  this  ordinance  and  con¬ 
cerning  the  conduct  of  the  said  election  within  the  said  city. 

The  Judges  and  Inspectors  aforesaid  shall  conduct  the  election  in  all 
respects  conformably  to  the  general  election  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  with  like  powers  and  duties  to  those  of  ordinary  election  officers. 
Each  Inspector  shall  appoint  one  clerk  to  assist  the  Board  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  its  duties,  and  all  the  election  officers  shall  be  duly  sworn 
or  affirmed  according  to  law,  and  shall  possess  all  the  qualifications! 
required  by  law  of  election  officers  in  this  Commonwealth.  x\t  said 
election  any  duly  qualified  elector  who  shall  be  unregistered,  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  making  proof  of  his  right  to  the  election  officers 
according  to  the  general  election  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  Pteturr 
Inspectors  and  their  clerks  and  an  hourly  count  of  the  votes  shall 
dispensed  with,  but  overseers  of  election  may  be  selected  for  any  pre¬ 
cinct  by  said  Election  Commissioners,  whose  duties  and  powers  shall  b( 
the  same  as  those  of  overseers  of  election  in  said  city  under  existing 
election  laws  applicable  thereto.  Returns  of  the  election  shall  be  mad< 
in  said  city  as  in  the  case  of  an  election  for  Governor,  but  a  triplicab 
general  return  for  said  city  shall  be  made  out  and  forwarded  to  th< 
President  of  this  Convention  at  Harrisburg,  as  is  hereafter  provided  ii 
case  of  county  returns. 

5.  In  each  of  the  Counties  of  the  Commonwealth  (except  Philadel 
phia),  the  returns  of  the  Election  shall  be  made  as  in  the  case  of  at 
Election  for  Governor,  but  the  return  Judges  in  each  County  shal 
make  out  a  triplicate  County  return  and  transmit  the  same,  withh 
five  days  after  the  election,  directed  to  the  President  of  this  Conven 
tion  at  Harrisburg.
